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WANT WORLD DRY 
Authorization of a letter to Methodists throughout the world 
regarding temperance and law enforcement was made at the annual 
meeting of the Board of Temperance, Prohibition and Public Morals 
of the Methodist Episcopal church. 

Officials of the church believe that this letter will help to create 
sentiment to fulfill the Methodist desire to make the world dry. 
Bishop W. F. McDowell, Washington, presided at the meeting 
and members of the board were present from all parts of the United 
States. 

The folowing is the letter: 


To the Methodists of the World: 

The Board of Temperance, Prohibition and Public 

Morals of the Methodist Episcopal church, in its annual 
meeting of 1924 at Washington, D. C., United States of 
America, sends greetings to the Methodists of America and 
of the world. 
Your loyalty to God and to the government has been 
ever fixed and unyielding, and your zeal for the general 
welfare of mankind is known and acknowledged. That so- 
licitude was never better expressed than in your efforts for 
the destruction of the jegalized liquor traffic in America, 
the accomplishment of which has been attended by eco- 
nomic blessings without parallel in history, and by social 
relations of the greatest significance. 

Let us be not dissatisfied. The effort to make it ap- 

pear that prohibition is a failure in the United States 
is animated by financial motives. In fact, the blessings 
of prohibition are manifold. It has stimulated in- 
dustry, increased the output of labor, accelerated the ac- 
cumulation of capital, raised the general standard of living 
and increased the demand for necessities and legitimate 
luxuries, filled our savings banks, lowered the death rate, 
crowded our educational institutions, destroyed the saloon 
and given us release from arrogant tyranny of the beer 
trade. ; 
It is conservatively, and we believe accurately, esti- 
mated that prohibition saves the United States each year 
not less than $5,000,000,000. It may, indeed be con- 
fidently asserted that we have in the few years of federal 
prohibition established a civilization which, because of its 
general use of machinery and the rewards it gives to the 
common man, thereby conferring upon him responsibility 
heretofore unknown, would be impossible to sustain with- 
out the policy. 

We rejoice to record as the result of the recent elec- 
tion the definite and seemingly final defeat to the proposed 
policy of prohibition nullification. No politician of average 
intelligence, and certainly no statesman, can ever again 
believe that it will be politically profitable to cater to the 
discredited sentiment for beer and‘wine. The approval by 
the people of Massachusetts of prohibition enforcement, 
ab approval denied by an overwhelming majority only two 
_ years ago, demonstrates the disintegration of nullification- 
ism. The still further reduction at the polls of the already 
M pitiful minority of nullificationists in Congress is a further 
¥ demonstration. The law must be better enforced. Prog- 
ress is being made in enforcement; further progress is 
certain. Perfection will never be attained in enforcement, 
but it will be approximated; and to the hastening of this 
day we invite your prayers and unremitting endeavors.

Hunting The Wild Man of Borneo 


(By Universal Service) 

LONDON, Dec. 
experiences among the people of one 
of the least-known countries in the 
world are related by Mr. Charles 
Bruce in “Twenty Years in Borneo.” 

Mr. Bruce went out to Borneo in 
1901 as an officer in the armed con- 
stabulary. His duties ranged from 
rebel hunting and the making. of 
treaties, sealed with blood, to the exe- 
cution—under his: own supervision— 
of murderous Chinese coolies. 

Here is the story of the voluntary 
surrender of a band of armed Chinese 
who had chopped an_ overseer to 
pieces and of the execution of several 
of them. 

“T was sitting reading late one 
night in the minute verandah of the 
small halting station, when I heard 
the premonitory cough which an Asi- 
atic uses to ‘Knock at the door’ when 
there is no door. To my ‘Siapa sana’ 


and obviously Chinese voice made 
that aggravating reply ‘Sahya’ (‘It 
is I’). I went over to the railing 
to see who and what it was, and 
found at the foot of the steps a 
Chinese with a large and very bloody 
axe. 


“IT was not quite certain of my mid- 
night guest, and telling him to wait 
while I got some clothes on (a sorong 
and slippers are a hampering kit in 
a scrap), I pulled on a_ pair of 
trousers and some shoes, and slid 
a revolver under the paper.

“They had ordered a breakfast of 
roast chicken, which was duly set be- 
fore them at 6:30 a. m. All were ex- 
tremely cheerful, but had changed 
their minds and wanted recast pork. 
There I had to draw the line, and I 
advised them to get on with the fare 
provided, as time was getting on. 
“One lad, stout-heartedly facetious 
to the end, complained, as the noose 
was adjusted, that it was too tight.

Banker influence 


The attitude of the bankers {s not 
that of attempting to tell the farmers 
how to farm, but rather to ald in 
bringing about conditions that will 
help the farmer to help himself, The 
farmer who produces, the agricultural 
college that te attempting te improve 
the quality of farm products, and the 
, banker who furnishes the capital are 
endeavoring to put their heads to- 
' gether and perform team work. A 
Tepresentative of one of the colleges 
| of agriculture recently made the state- 
: ment that the bankers could do more 
‘than the colleges for the advancement 
of agriculture. The banker is in post- 
;tion to influence the type of agricul- 
ture practiced by the farmer patrons. 
|A county agent comes in contact with 
only 15 te 20 per, cent of the farmers 
,of his county, while the bankers come 
in contact with at least 75 per cent. 

In some localities farmers seem te 
de prejudiced against bankers, due 
largely to misunderstanding. There 
is no better way for relieving this 
strained relationship than by getting 
the banker and farmer pulling togeth- 
er for their mutual interests and for 
the community. ‘ 

‘ If agriculture fs to develop it {s nec- 
essary to maintain on the soi] men and 
women who will put as much intelli- 
gence {nto their business as is put into 
other Mnes of business, It is hard to 
change the attitude of mind of an old 
farmer.

Ip many states county bankers’ asso- 
clations are being organized with 
agricultural committees. In New Jer- 
sey every county is thus organized. 
Ohfo has a representative of the agrt- 
cultural committee in every county in 
the state. Wisconsin has added thir 
teen agricultural committees te its 
county organizations, In Arkansas 
educational trains have been run in co- 
operation with the railroads, the Col- 
lege of Agriculture, and others for 
stimulating interests {nm better farm- 
ing methods, In Oregon the Bankers 
Association employs a field secretary 
te devote his entire time to carrying 
on educational and agricultura] pro: 
grams. In Kentucky special plans 
have been developed for coordinating 
the various organizations interested 
in agricultural develepment, Key men, 
bankers, have been appointed in sixty. 
five counties. An annual income of 
$6,000 is provided and field secretary 
employed. i< % 

It will be seen that the efforts of 
the Agricultural Commissiofi and the 
committees of the various states, in 
cooperation ‘with the colleges of egrt- 
culture, have been to formulate work 
able programs. The field for work 
appears unlimited. The spirit of the

Wet ignition systems and watered 
carburetors are responsible for 
three-fourths of the motoring trouble 
experienced during rainy weather, 
and the zero hours for motorists 
who travel in the rain are from five 
to seven and eight to nine at night, 
according to the California State Au- 
tomobile association. 

These facts are shown by the rec- 
ords of the automobile association’s 
free mechanical first aid and towing 
service department, which rescued 61 
motorists stalled in the rain during 
one stormy day recently in San Fran- 
cisco. Forty-three ignition coils or 
distributors, shorted by the poring 
rain, sent a like number of motorists 
in search of the nearest telephone 
to call a first aid mechanic to their 
assistance. Three motorists called 
for help as the result of well-watered 
carburetors,

following the announcement that the 
appraisement of the company’s prop- 
erty by F. Emerson Hour is nearing 
completion. 

Director James H. Boyer, in a let- 
ter to the directors, suggested yes- 
terday that the Utility district should 
seek to purchase only a _ 300-fcot 
strip arcund each reservoir, and not 
the entire 45,000 acres, basing his 
contention on the fact that the wa- 
tershed lands would not be needed 
for water collecting purposes after 
Mokelumne river water comes. in 
Boyer declared that the district 
would save $7,600,000 on the initial 
investment and $608,000 a year in 
interest charges and taxes by re- 
jecting a large portion of these lands. 

His letter in part follows: 

“Our available information dis- 
closes that the water company 
places a valuation of approxiamtely 
ninteen million dollars upon its 
total tangible assets, and about one- 
half that sum consists of the value 
it places on its realty holdings. 

“These lands consist of about 45.< 
000 acres wf watershed, about 2,200 
acres of submerged area, some 31 
distribution reservoirs, and a few 
small parcels of land used for other 
purposes. 

“Tf we limit our purchase to 8,000 
acres we would eliminate four-fifths 
of the cost of the required land, or 
forty per cent of the total cost of 
their cntire system. On the assump- 
tion that the total value of the} 
system is nineteen millions dollars, 
this would mean a saving in initial 
investment of $7,600,000. 

“Since it is the intention of 
hoard and its chief engineer to con: ; 
duct the waters of the Mekelumne 
river directly into the mains of 
distributing system, and use 
local reservoirs for emergency. stor- 
age purposes only, and not as catch-

“Dhe annual interest charges on 
the bonds we must sell to purchase 
$7,600,000 o: unnecessary watershed 
Jands will amount to $380,000. The 
annual taxes we will be compelled 
to pay on such lands will approxi- 
mate $228,000 or an annual loss of 
$608,000. In ten years’ time our 
district would thus suffer a loss of 
$6,080,900, assuming that the value 
of the property remained practically 
the same, which is not unlikely. We 
would also have lessened the pur- 
chasing power of the district by the 
principal sum invested in the un- 
necessary and useless watersheds. 

“Owing to the known overvaluation 
of these watershed lands it is doubt- 
ful if they could be sold by the 
district for more than one-half of 
the price we would be compelled to 
pay for them; and should they ‘be 
disposed of by the district at any 
such sacrifice, the Board of Direc- 
tors would be immediately subjected 
to accusations of business fncapacity 
if not worse.
